THE TALE OF PRESIDENT GRANT 
One of the joys of these days is a magazine 
"American Heritage" which contains, issue after 
issue, excellent 
historical 
articles, 
delightfully 
written and illustrated. In the April issue, I have 
been reading an article about President Ulysses 
S. Grant, who won the Civil War and who, when 
elected to the Presidency, probably produced the 
sorriest Administration in all the 314 we have had. 
Our Constitution makes Congress the center 
of power, but it does not prevent the President 
from developing his own authority until he may 
be the most powerful autocrat in the world. Few 
Presidents have felt themselves called upon to 
seek to dominate the Congress so completely that 
it became merely a body of registration, a "rub­ 
ber stamp," as the popular phrase has been. On 
the other hand, there have been Presidents who 
not only expanded their own powers as far as 
possible, but also employed popular discontent or 
apathy to gain pow’er over Congress or even to 
exercise some hidden measure of control over the 
Supreme Court. 
Whenever the division of power has not been 
rigidly respected, the government either became 
corrupt or the liberties of the people were en­ 
croached upon. 
Ulysses S. Grant never ceased to be an army 
man, loyal to his subordinates but expecting to 
be saluted and obeyed. He set up a general staff 
in the office of the White House and his chief-of- 
staff, General Orville E. Babcock, was always on 
hand, and always intervening between the Presi­ 
dent and anyone who had business with him. 
C. Vann Woodward, the author of the article 
on President Grant, to which I refer, describes 
Babcock as follows: 
" . . . A subtle and unscrupulous Iago, Bab­ 
cock shrewdly implanted suspicions of his betters 
in the President's mind, plotted their downfall, 
and sought to replace them with pliant tools of 
his own. He succeeded in these tactics repeatedly

OUR SUPER-LEGISLATURE 
When the United States Supreme Court held that segregation 
is unconstitutional in public schools, it was supposed that the 
ruling would not apply to private schools, hospitals or other 
charities not supported by tax money. 
Those who thought this did not k now their Supreme Court. 
The Court has just held that Girad Col­ 
lege in Philadelphia for "poor white male 
orphans” must admit negroes. Must it also 
admit females? Or children from rich fam­ 
ilies who are not orphans? 
In so ruling, the Court rewrote the will 
of Stephen Girard who died in 1831, leaving 
the bulk of his fortune to establish a school 
for poor, white male orphans,—surely a 
laudable cause. 
By strik ing out the word "white,” from 
Mr. Girard’s will, his monev will now be 
Ik 
diverted and less will be available for white 


m b . hc t t o > 
orphans. 
Not a penny of tax money has ever been spent at Girard 
College where 1,000 poor white orphan boys are now' getting an 
education. 
The "gimmick ” used by the Court to support its violation of 
Mr. Girard’s will is the fact that the Board which runs the 
College, was set up by statute and includes two or three public 
officials, although the majority of the trustees are private in­ 
dividuals. 

Congress or of the Pennsylvania 
legislature, and by overruling the State Supreme Court, the 
United States Supreme Court rewrites a dead mans will to 
suit itself.

The social security district of­ 
fice at 61 Albany avenue, will be 
open all day Saturday in addi­ 
tion to ita normal week -day 
schedule, George J. Johnson, dis­ 
trict manager, said.today. 
Mr. Johnson explained that 
this special Saturday schedule of 
office hours, from 8:30 a. m. to 
5 p. m. will enable the office to 
accept last-minute applications 
from severely disabled people 
who may be eligible for social

disability 
protection. ; 
This will be the only Saturday 
that the social security office 
which serves Ulster and Sullivan 
counties will be open for busi­ 
ness. 
Mr. Johnson pointed out that 
people who have been disabled 
| and unable to work for a long 
| timf must apply before June 30 
for disability benefits or to have I 
j their earning records "frozen,” 1 
Otherwise, they may, in some 
cases, lose their rights to dis- 
i ability payments and also their 
own and their family's rights to 
'old-age and survivors insurance 
payments. 
Any severely disabled person 
: w ho has work ed under social 
I security for at least five years 
and has been disabled for six 
months or more should get in 
touch with the Kingston district 
j office at once. If he is between 


j 50 and 65, he may be eligible for 
monthly disability payments, if 
j he is under 50, he may be eligi- j 
i ble to protect his future right to i 
| disability payments as well as 
: the rights of himself and his 
family ,to old-age and survivors 
! payments.

"To get social security dis­ 
ability insurance benefits ’at age 
50 or over, or to have your so­ 
cial security record frozen,” said 
Mr. Johnson, "you must have 
social security credit for at least 
five years of work in the 10 
years before you became dis­ 
abled. At least a year and a half 
of that credit must be for work 
during the three years just be­ 
fore your disability began. 
"In addition, you must have a 
disability which, in the words of 
the law, mak es you unable to en­ 
gage in any substantial gainful 
activity. It must be the k ind of

condition 
which will show up in a medical 
examination or tests, and 
it 
must have lasted for at least 
six months and be expected to 
continue for a long and indefinite 
time.” 
Mr. Johnson emphasized that 
any disabled person who» feels 
that he might qualify under these 
provisions of the Social Security 
Act should get in touch with the 
Social Security District Office 
before June 30 by letter, phone, 
or in person.

Red Cross Adopts 
Techniques for 
Child Respiration 


Harold A Sanford, director for 
safety serv ices of the 
Ulster 
County Chapter of the American 
Red Cross, today announced the 
official adoption by the National 
Red Cross of an ag e old method 
of artificial respiration for re­ 
v iv ing infants and small chil­ 
dren 
whose 
breathing 
has 
stopped. 
The 
technique, 
known 
as 
mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation, 
was dev eloped throug h studies 
conducted under the superv ision 
of the national director of safe­ 
ty serv ices, A. W. Cantw’ell. Mr. 
Cantwell worked in close coop­ 
eration with Dr. Archer S. Gor­ 
don of the Presby terian Hospi­ 
tal, Chicag o. 
The studies led to a recom­ 
mendation to the Red Cross by 
the National Academy of Sci­ 
ence-National Research Council 
that the method be adopted. The 
mouth-to-mouth techniques was 
used in Biblical times to rev iv e 
apparently suffocated persons. 
When the Red Cross six y ears 
ag o adopted the back pressure- 
arm lift method of artificial res­ 
piration, Mr. Cantwell recalled, 
a modification of this method 
was described for use on small 
children to lessen chance of in­ 
juries to the chest wall. 
Since 19 51, a search has been 
pursued by the Red Cross for an 
ev en safer method, resulting in 
adoption of the mouth-to-mouth 
process. One of its g reat ad­ 
v antag es, Mr. Cantwell said, is 
that the rescurer can tell at any 
stag e of the operation whether 
it is effectiv e. 
Steps in the mouth-to-mouth 
technique are as follows: 
1 Clear the mouth of any for­ 
eig n matter with the middle fin­ 
g er of one hand. With the same 
fing er hold the tong ue forward. 
2 Now place the child in a 
face-down, 
head-down 
position 
and pat him firmly on the back 
with the free hand. This should 
help dislodg e any foreig n object 
in the air passag e. 
3 Place the child on his back 
and use the middle fing ers of 
both hands to lift the lower jaw 
from 
beneath 
and 
behind so 
that it “ juts out.” 
4 Hold the jaw In the posi­ 
tion described in Step 3, using 
one hand only . 
5 Place y our mouth ov er the 
child’s mouth and nose, making 
a relativ ely leakproof seal and 
breathe into the child with a 
smooth steady action until y ou 
observ e the chest rise. As y ou 
start this action, mov e the free 
hand to the child’s abdomen, be­ 
tween the nav el and the ribs, 
and apply continuous moderate 
pressure to prev ent the stomach 
from becoming filled with air. 
6 . W’hen the lung s hav e been 
inflated, remov e y our lips from 
the child’s mouth and nose and 
allow the lung s to empty . Re­ 
peat this cy cle keeping one hand 
beneath the jaw and the other 
hand pressing on the stomach at 
all times. Continue at a rate of 
about 
20 
cy cles 
per 
minute. 
After ev ery 20 cy cles the opera­ 
tor should rest long enoug h to | 
take one deep breath. If at any 
time y ou feel resistance to y our 
breathing into the child and the 
chest does not rise, repeat Step 
*2 then quickly resume mouth-to- 
mouth breathing . 
The question often arises con­ 
cerning a technique to use on 
adults when the chest cag e is in­ 
jured and compression of the 
chest would do further damag e 
! or when 
fractured 
upper 
ex - 
; tremities would eliminate the 
| ex pansion phase of “ push-pull” 
techniques. The mouth-to-mouth 
or mouth-to-nose technique may 
be used in these cases how'ev er, 
the cy cle should be slower than 
that used for children, Approx i­ 
mately 12 cy cles per minute 
should be adequate. The lower 
jaw must be held in the “ jutting 
out” position with both hands 
at all times.
